I know not what the corroded Malig- 
nity of this Nation’s Humour may lead 
to, when it works to Extremes, and. 
the general Noife rais’d on this Occa=. 
fion may indeed have Effects as unreae 


fonable as the Caufe———for poyfonous 
Roots

tholomew and May-Fairs have been fup- 


_ prefs’d, the Play-houfes for a Time fhut 


up, and the Example of a Pious, Reli- 


‘gious QUEEN ; thefe are great Steps, _ 


and in time may have better Effects, 
than we can yet fee— There want but 
two Steps more to bring our compigater 
Reformation into Profpe&t, and dhat is, 
the Reformation of our Magiftrates and 
Clergy. 
Could the Church of England be but 
prevail’d on to put her excellent Difci- 
pline in Execution, and would the moft 
Reverend Fathers of the Church make 
but fuch a Vifitation over the whole 
Kingdom, as fhould difmifs from the 
Altar the Defilers of the Altar! Could 
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we but fee the Sacred Veftments taken 
from the Drunken, the Swearing, the 
Blafpheming, the W. ..ing, the Hére- 
tical, and the fcandaloufly Ignorant 
among the Clergy—That the Pulpit was 
fill’d with Men of Learning, Picty, 
Judgment, and good Manners——we 
fhould fee other Days in England than 
ever yet were feen, nor would the Dif- 
enters fo grow upan you, Gentlemen, 
as you fay, they do now; tis the 
{candalous Lives, the Negligence, Ig- 
norance, and abhorr’d Vices of your 


Clergy, and the Impunity and Encoue. 


ragement, with which they abufe and 
prophane the Sanétuary of the Lord ; 
Thefe are the Things help to make 
Diffenters, and. drive People away from 
your Churches, making them to 
abhor the Offering of the Lord. 

Could we fee a few of our Juttices, 
or a great many indeed, for their Num- 


ber & Great, that deferves it, whip'd with. 


the W...s they debauch, fer in the 
Stocks with the Drunkard they encou- 
rage, and fent to the very Houfes of 
Corre€tion which they fill by their Ex. 
ample—Could this be done as it ought 
to be, we might be in Hopes to fee 
fomething of a more compleat Refor- 
mation ; but in the meantime we mult 
be content with what we have. 

But all this is bythe way, and I only 
touch at it, to hint the Neceffiry of it 
to the Age, and totell the Delinquents, 
that neither the Cloth of the one, or the 
Commiilions of the other, fhall proteé& 
them from ¢ full Defcription both of

we 
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their Crimes and their Perfons, as foon 
as Leifure will permit——-Nothing but 
reforming the wicked Prictice can do 
it—But he that will capitulite for good 
Ufage, on Condition of Reformation, 
fhall always be fure of fair Quarter from 
the Review. 

But to return where I began— As 
the publick Calamitics of Europe have 
prepar'd us for phlegmatick Thoughts, 
and the Hyppo beomes a reigning Dif- 
eafe, 1 cannot but excufe a Reverend 
Divine, who has determin’d, that the 
Pulpit may be as well apply’d for cu- 
ring the raging of the Nations Melan-
